Wet  the  Fiber  thoroughly  until  it  has  absorbed  all  the  water  it  can  hold.  This  is  best  done  in  a pail  or 
pan.  Then  squeeze  out  nearly  all  the  water  and  it  wdll  be  just  right  for  planting.  Fill  the  bowl  three-fourths 
full,  or  to  within  a few  inches  of  the  top,  according  to  the  size  of  the  bulb.  Press  down  gently  (never  pack 
it  down),  set  bulbs  at  the  proper  distances,  and  fill  up  with  Fiber.
